She Coolly Murdered Her Mistress 
BeeaNie She Was Jealous of tka 
liove the Latter Hore Vor 
Her Own ClfUdrea. 



Brandon, Manitoba, Dec. 27.— Emily 
Hilda Blake, a domestic, was hanged 
here for the murder of Mrs. Lane, her 
mlatress.
